School Plan 
May Be Made

The school committee is scheduled to 
meet tonight to hear public comment on 
two school building project matters: 
which grade organization to use for the 
project, and which elementary school to 
convert to a secondary school. 

The committee will meet at the large 
group room of the high school at 7:30 p.m., 
with West Junior High auditorium being 
held open in case of a large turnout. 

School Committee Chairman Elaine 
Viehmann said Monday that she expected 
a decision on the grade organization at 
tonight’s meeting. “I assume that the 
committee will be ready to make that 
decision,’’ Viehmann said, ‘‘since they 
almost made it the last time,”’ referring to 
the committee’s Dec! 18 meeting. 

Consideration of the school conversion 
question will be delayed, Viehmann said, 
pending further conversion-cost estimates 
by project architects Perly F. Gilbert 
Associates of Lowell. 

The grade organization decision will 
determine how to divide the grade levels 
kindergarten through 12 into elementary, 
junior high or middle school, and high 
school. 

Organizations being considered are the 
present system, called the 6-3-3, and a 
system which would use a middle school 
instead of a junior high, called the 5-3-4. 

An informational presentation by the 
school administration is scheduled to be 
presented at tonight’s meeting to explain 
the educational difference between the 
two systems and the advantages of each. 
The administration issued a statement in 
November 1979 which said it preferred the 
5-3-4, “‘if the staff had a clear preference.”’ 

Cost estimates for the 6-3-3 plan run 
cheaper than those for the 5-3-4. School 
Building Committee Chairman Kenneth 
Gropper set the 6-3-3 plan capital costs at 
approximately $7.4 million, and the 5-3-4 
capital costs at approximately $9.1 
million. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark set 
higher estimates for both plans, with the 5- 
3-4 still being the more expensive. 
Estimated capital costs for the 6-3-3 were 
$8.3 million and for the 5-3-4 were $10.3 
million, according to Clark. 


Gropper said that all costs have to be 
looked at, ‘‘not only the initial capital 
costs.’’ He said the operational costs, both 
immediate and long term, should be con- 
sidered to achieve ‘‘the best educational 
program that is cost-effective.’’ 

Operational costs include transportation 
and heating bills.

modifying art room facilities. 

The 5-3-4 plan calls for: closing East 
Junior High and Shawsheen Elementary 
as schools; converting South, Sanborn or 
Doherty into a middle school; adding 
classroom space to the high school for 400 
students, adding an auditorium to the high 
school, equalizing gymnasium and locker 
room facilities for boys and girls, and 
modifying art room facilities. 

Architects were working this week to 
develop comparative cost estimates for 
conversion of South, Sanborn and Doherty 
based on junior high school educational 
Specifications according to architect 
Gerry Dion. 

Relative cost estimates of those junior- 
high conversions apply to the relativecost 
estimates of possible middle-school con- 
versions, Dion said: whichever school 
would be most expensive to convert to a 
junior high would also be the most expen- 
sive to'convert to a middle school, he said. 

The schematic drawings being 
developed are based on junior high school 
educational specifications provided by the 
school administration. 

Dion said the comparative estimates 
will be available ‘‘no sooner than next 
Thursday,’’ Jan. 10. 

When the estimates have been reviewed, 
the school committee will vote on which 
elementary school to convert. That school 
will probably be the one closed belore 
September due to declining enrollments, 
the town manager has said. 

Clark said Friday that he has asked the 
department of public works to estimate 
the cost of improvements to streets near 
the South School. Parents from the area 
had expressed fears that roads leading to 
the school are too dangerous now to allow 
junior high or middle school students to 
walk to school on. 

The improvements would be made to 
Ballardvale Road between Woburn Street 
and Sunset Rock Road, ‘and to Woburn 
Street between Abbot Street and Enfield 
Drive. 

Those two stretches of road which now 
arch from side to side, would be rebuilt,

Dr. William R. Harvey, president of 
Hampton Institute, will deliver Phillips 
Academy’s 1980 Martin Luther King Ad- 
dress on Friday, Jan. 11.

I note an alarming proliferation of ‘‘No 
Turn on Red’ signs popping up like 
toadstools all over Town, in anticipation of 
the new law, taking effect on January 1. It 
would appear to me that many of these 
signs are being put up with little thought 
and reckless abandon, perhaps in a 
regulatory frame of mind. This prohibi- 
tion, where there is little discernable 
effect on public safety, defeats the pur- 
pose of the law and would appear irrespon- 
sible in this age of fuel shortage. Time 
spent idling at a red light, when no traffic 
is visible in the other direction, wastes 
energy needlessly. Zero miles per gallon is 
difficult to justify when no useful purpose 
is thus achieved. I suggest you also con- 
sider expanding hours at which many 
lights can be changed to blinking red and 
blinking yellow. 

I might further suggest that some cool

For The Last Time 


After more than 35 years working in the 
Andover post office, Henry Boucher, 13 


Brookfield Road, carried the mail for the- 


last time Friday. 

Boucher was surrounded by his fellow 
carriers as he was presented with a plaque 
in recognition of his service to the post of- 
fice, and at 4 p.m., he punched the time 


. Clock for the last time. 


He punched it the first time on Oct. 2, 
1945 when Andover had only eight postal 
routes and mail carriers were paid 64 
cents an hour. The Andover post office 
now has 20 routes and 20 vehicles to help 
the carriers make their rounds. When 
Boucher started, it had only one. 

The 1945 population of 11,920 received 
more personalized service. Boucher said, 
than does today’s population, measured at 
26,050 by the 1975 state census. 

One advantage then was that the 15 
postal employees knew everyone in town 
and where they lived, and they walked 
their routes twice a day from 7:30 a.m. to 
12:30 p,m, and again from 1:30 p.m. to 4 


in the post office during his tenure there.

Veteran Letter Carrier . 
Ends 35 Years Service 


“I worked money orders, registered dis- 
patch, sorted mail, parcel post, and I 
carried every route in town — Shawsheen 
to Andover, Ballardvale, everywhere,’’ he 
said. 

Last week, Boucher was walking the 
Cheever Circle route off Elm Street, and 
noted the changes in the neighborhood. ‘‘It 
used to be one car would go by in an hour,”’ 
Boucher said, ‘‘now it’s like Route 495. 
And they used to have big chicken farms 
up there. It’s a big change.” 

When the town’s population was 
smaller, Boucher said, on a parcel post 
run, the mailman could open the front 
door of most homes, call in to the owner 
that he had a package, and set it inside the 
door. “You couldn’t do that today,”’ 
Boucher said. 

Postmen used to put in about 60 hours 
per week, according to Boucher, with no 
overtime pay and no holidays. During the 
Christmas season, the mailmen would 
carry oil lanterns to light their way as 
they walked extra routes in the early even- 


. ing-to.deliver'the. holiday miail...'.". 
--\ven-themadilmer's-“old- wemisis, the 


dog, is not as evident as it once was, 


“Very few dogs follow me around 


nowadays,”’ Boucher said. ‘‘There used to 


be four or five that followed me around 


everyday.”’ 

One day they probably did not follow 
him around was during the hurricane of 
1954 which blew down heavy tree limbs 
and blocked roadways. Boucher was out 
on a route when the storm hit. ‘‘Somebody 
came up the back way and got a hold of 
me,” he said. They were not sent to bring 
him in though; they came to tell him to 
continue delivering the mail. 

Boucher recalled one year when 
Congress did not appropriate funds for the 
post office, and workers had to go without 
pay for more than a month. ‘‘We had to go 
out and get credit from places,”’ he said, 
“neighborhood grocery stores. With 
supermarkets, you’d never get credit. I 
never want to see that again.”’ 

Postmaster Edward Morrissey, who 
began working at the Andover post office 
in 1943, said good-bye to his long-time 
colleague. 

‘It’s sort of a melaneholy time for me,"’ 
Morrissey” Said ‘to “Boucher, “‘youi'ré ‘thé 
last of the old breed.’’ 


Andover Morrissey Taxi, the only 
Andover-based taxi service, closed Jan. 1, 
partially due to rising fuel costs, Town 
Manager Jared S. A. Clark said this week. 

Clark said the company sent him a letter 
informing him of its intentions, citing the 


establishment of door-to-door elderly and 


handicapped van service, both within An- 
dover and to Lawrence, as a contributing 
factor in its decision. 

The manager said he had received com- 
plaints from Andover residents that calls 
made to Morrissey for a taxi left them 
‘waiting for a cab for extended periods of 
time.’’ Clark added that he had noticed 
several Lawrence-based taxi services 
operating in Andover recently. 

The elderly and handicapped van ser- 
vice was arranged through funding from 
the Merrimack Valley Regional Transpor- 
tation Authority and the town of Andover.

EXPENSIVE

fide that the shah may have to 
sell some of his real estate 
holdings to maintain his lux- 
urious life style in Panama or 
elsewhere if he moves on. 


One of his new expenses is 
for a security guard which 
used to be taken care of by the 
Iranian government. The 
rabid revolutionary, regime 
that supplanted him has 
threatened openly to 
assassinate him. The warning 
took on a deadly serious 
aspect when the shah’s 
nephew was gunned down 
recently in Paris by boastful 
agents of the Ayatollah 
Khomeini. 


To protect his life, the shah 
has hired Jack O’Connor’s 
Protection Service, a high- 
priced agency run by a former 
New York police detective. 
During the shah’s stay at the 
New York Sloan/Kettering 
Hospital Center, two of O’Con- 


floor medical suite. His 
private quarters were shield- 
ed by specially installed steel 
doors and bullet-proof win- 
dows. 


Another six guards, half of 
them O’Connor’s agents, were 
positioned around the clock in- 
side the shah’s room itself. All 
wore bullet-proof vests and 
they kept handy a bomb 
blanket in the event someone 
tried to kill their client with a 
bomb or grenade. 


When the shad slipped out of 
this country to Panama, eight 
of O’Connor’s most trusted 
operatives accompanied him 
to the island sanctuary.

Dog Show 
Weekend 
Scheduled 


A winter AKC Breed and

of the 1966 National Historic Preservation 
Act. 


The grant enables the local Commission 
to proceed with plans for a nine-month 
project in Preservation Planning and 
National Register nomination. In this 
phase a professional planner will work 
with the community to review the exten- 
sive Historic Sites Survey completed by 
the Commission in 1978. Inventoried sites 
will be mapped, historic resources 
evaluated and plans developed for preser- 
vation of significant structures, sites, 
bridges and other traces of Andover’s rich 
history. Among the methods of preserva- 
tion will be a multiple resource National 
Register nomination for the town. 


The commission welcomes volunteer 
assistance in expanding the Survey, com- 
pleting detailed research forms and 
publicizing project findings.

The office of Commissioner L. Joyce 
Hampers of the Department of Revenue 
announced that some 2.25 million 
Massachusetts personal income tax forms 
for 1979 were in the Post Office for 
delivery. 

Deputy Commissioner George Osga- 
nian, whose division processes the forms, 
estimated that by June 30, 1980, some 1.9 
million refunds will have been issued for a 
total of $200 million. 

“The earlier taxpayers file, the earlier 
they can expect refunds,’’ he said. 

There are changes for 1979 which in- 
clude the following: 

— Exemption amounts have been in- 
creased for dependents and persons 65 or 
over, from $600 to $700. The exemption for

the blind has been increased from $2000 to 
$2200. 

— Part of unemployment compensation 
will be taxable in certain cases.
